The Koman year, as Rowmules 
eomewbat more than reven bacdred years 
before the Curistian era, consisted of only 
ten monthr, or three bundred aad foar days, 
to which were added about sixty days 
the purpore of briogieg the begianing of 
each year near te the same ast onemicadl 
t. A momento of these ten-month years 
preserved in the names by whieh the lest 
four months of our own Calendar are distia- 
guished : — eg Octover, November, 
and December, literelly sigeifyieg the 
seventh, eighth, ninth, aad tenth meaths 
Numa Pompilive, tbe -uccesser of Romulus, 
ptroeiving the cium-iness of bis predeces- 
eor's arrangement, divided the 
days isto two additional monthr, te 
he vave the namesof Janatry and : 

Toe Jews, at least from the time of Alex- 
sauder the Great, end indeed almest all other 
accieat natiows except the Romane, reckoa- 
ed twelve Janatiune to a year (tcmee the 
origin of the Eoglsb word 3 
but at these amounted, en the average, te 
only three hundred and fifty-four days, eight 
houre and fifty-eight minutes, it is evideut 
that they were nearly eleven days shorter 
than the solar or real year. To remedy this 
discrepancy, these eleven days were called 
** the Eoact,” and as sach acoemulated from 
year to year, an intercalary month being 
aided to the year whenever the 
amounted to thirty or apward?, w of 
course occarred about thirty-seven times ia 
a century, or rather ofyener than once in 
three year; these intercalated years ovn- 
sisting of dirteen lunar months instead of 
twelve. 

This mode of reckoning contiaued uatil 
the t me of Julius Cw-ar, who ordered these 
| cl-ven days to be distribated amonget the 
| mouths, thus raising some of them from 
| twenty-nine to thicry, aad others from 

thirty to thirty-one days each; the entire 
year containing three handred and sixty- 
fivedays. But even this arrangement was 
foun? to be incomplete, ioasmnuct as it took 
no accvunt of the pours and minutes which 
he :earcynteins above three bundred and 
tixty-five days. To supply this ds ficiency, 
it was»ppointed tnet the sixth day before the 
cilends of March (that i+, the teeaty-fourth 
| of February) should ia every fourth year be 
reckoued twice, whence our term ‘ Biseex- 
til,’ i. e., ‘twice-sixth.” When the Roman 
| calends became less generally known, it was 
, found more convenvent to iosert the iater- 
calary cay at the end of February, © 

A near approveh to acceracy was thas at- 
tained. Nevertheless, as this arrangement 
reckoned the solar year to be three haudred 
and sixty-five days aod six bours, whereas it 
is, in fact, only three hundred and sixty-five 
diy*, five houre and forty-eight miautes, 
fifty-five seconds, it was, iu every four years, 

about forty minutes wrovg. Tas may scem 
to be en insignificant trifle; yet, so important 
do even trivial things « by accamu- 
lation, tbat this cowparatively small dis- 
crepancy would, in less than tweoty-four 
thousand years, have caured the 2ist of 
June to be the shortest day throughout the 
northern hemisphere! When Gregory XIII. 
rectified this error, it bad actually carried 
| the astronomical commencement of the four 
| quarters of the year more than ten days 
; bickward; the vernal equivox b ing on the 
| 11th and sometimes on tbe 10.h of March, 
| instead of the 2iat. Yet so potent is re- 

ligious prejudice, that because this correo- 
tion was made by a Pope, Protestant nations, 
and other opponents of Loman Catbuliciem, 
refueed to adopt it—a refusal im which 
Russia bas persisted «ven until now.

Dreadful Disaster on the Hadsen

Tow daylight revealed a fearful mass of 
emoking aud blackened raios at the bridge, 
and people from the reighborhood, trom 
Poughkeepsie, and New York, tlocked thither 
to seek friend:, to recover the bodies, and to 
witness the terrible epectecle. Toe first 
body wes not recovered ontil 9 o'clock, A. AM 
A bagzage-car near the bridge wan used ana 
temporary morgue, in which the bodirs were 
placed as they were d/awn unt of the water. 

The dead forms were brougot up rapuily, 
and, as cach was -een, exclawativos of Lor- 
ror were bear! on every side, They were 
matilated ia many ways, and the sizbt was 
asick«cniog ove. Simone, the engineer, was 
fouod vo bis engine below the river aur- 
face, with both legs burned off aod bis bead 
smashed in. One woman was bivugbt to 
the surface with a bate ia each of her arms 

The ecene at the time the accidert oc 
curred is dercribed as awtul io the exureme 
Toe burvivg oil from the overturned oil car 
ran ip fiery streams dowa the timbers of tre 
bridge upon the ice io the river, where it 
flouded the glarey surface for w lung way, 
loositg lite ascao fire.

Winter on Mount Washington. 

Many of our readers, we are quite sure, 
must take a sympathetic as well as a scien- 
tific interest in the little who are 
ge the winter upon Mornt Washing- 
ton, We shiver and wrap ourselves in furs 
while the thermometer is not down to sero— 
we beg pardon of our friends in New Eng- 
land, and elsewhere, where the mercury has 
been coaxed to twenty below; we refer to 
those ia milder latitudes—but the Tip-Top 
House thermometer has run down to forty 
below zero, with a pleasant accompaniment 
of biting winds. Yet Professor Huntiagton 
and his compauions se.m not to have 
frightened or frozen, but keep up good 
spirits, and a good look-out for all changes 
of wind and weather. The Professor sends 
to us dwellers in these lower regions an en- 
tertaining account of the ‘ frost-work” on 
Mount Wasbington. From his observations 
it appears that this wonderfully beautiful 
work of nature's icy finger is formed only 
=a = wind is northward. It | 
gins w mere points, on everything the 
wind reaches; on the rocks, on the snow, 
on the railway, and on every part of the 
building, even on the glass. On the south 
side it is very slight, as the wind reaches 
there only in eddying guste. Waen the sur- 
face is rough the points, as they begin, are 
an inch or more apart; whea smooth it al- 
most entirely covers the surface at the very 
beginaing, but soon only a few points elon- 
geste. Bo, on whatever surface it begins to 
form, it has very soon the same general ap- 
peeneae —— everywhere the same 

autiful feathery-like forme, A round stick 
an inch in diameter having been placed in a 
vertical position, horizontal icicles two feet 
in length were formed upon it within two 
days. On some of the piles of stones south 
of the house these horizontal masses are 
now more than five feet in length. On the 
southern exposures, instead of the ‘‘ frost- 
work,” there are only masses of pure ice, 
which have always a pevuliar bue ef green- 
ish-blue. The house iteelf has long been 
wrapped in a coat of frost, which was re- 
ported some time ago te be three feet thick ! 
We suppose it has gone on increasing in 
thickness, and fancy the living in such an 
ice-house must have its romantic featares. 
Notwithstanding all the attractions reported 
by Professor Huntington, we do not believe 
there will be any great rush to the White 
Mountains just now ; the majority of tourists 
will prefer to wait until July.

He 
said that when a horse commenced to walk 
after a trot, he walked much slower than 
his common gait if kept on a walk, and 
thereby lost more than he gained.
